Making people laugh is a serious | 
matter. H 

It is difficult to believe, on wit-|! 
nessing what is known as a feature | 
length comedy, that all the humor- 
ous scenes are not absolutely 
spontaneows=-that they do not mere- 
ly occur naturafy, As a matter of 
fact, no thought could be further) 
from the truth. 

No one knows what is funny. 

Nothing is more difficult, more 
hazardous, more uncertain, or more 
heart breakifig than the making of 
comedies. I know many producers | 
who frankly admit they do not care 
to assume all the trouble and the 
risk connected with making this 
type of picture. 

Psychological Study 

Making comedies calls most of all 
for a study of psychology. 

You learn from experience what) 
type of situation is most likely to} 
answer an audience’s idea of fun. 
You never quite learn why because 
just when you think you have it all| 
figured out, you discover that you're | 
absolutely wrong. 

A man skids on a banana peel, 
falls and breaks an arm, We laugh | 
at this even though at the same time | 
we feel sympathy. 

A man does not dare strike an ani- 
mal in a picture. For instance, in a 
recent picture in which I played we | 
had a bull which in the picture is} 
shown chasing me up one street and | 
down another. Although I was in 
imminent danger of having my vest 
buttons chewed off it would not have | 
done to have shown me retaliating | 
by striking or kicking the bull. Peo-| 
ple would not laugh at that. They! 
would feel only sympathy for the} 
animal and they would hate me. But | 
it was all right in one scene for the | 
bull to kick me and in another to 
toss me with his horns completely | 
beyond the range of the camera. | 
People seeing the picture consider | 
that great fun. I suppose they feel | 
that a man is always able to protect | 
himself while an animal is more or 
less at his mercy. That’s the way I, 
feel about it, too, 

Some Laughs Just Happen 

Some of the hunches we get and 
believe are “inspirations, ones we} 
plan out most carefully—ideas we 
are positive will make audiences 
laugh until they cry—draw only a) 
gentle smile. When we preview the 
picture, the audience may sit like 
wooden Indians through what we 
have decided will be a screamingly 
situation. Perhaps we have | 
spent a week in preparing and film- 
ing that one stunt. 

By the same strange and irregular 
law, the ideas which we have adopt- 
ed with a great deal of misgiving | 
have turned out to be the greatest 
laugh getters.

A million dollar hotel is to he 
built this summer at Waterton 
Lakes by the Glacier Park Hote!

|a $1,000,000 structure, capable of |

| nounced by Ralph Budd, of St. Paul, 
| Minn., president of the company. 

The new hotel will increase the rail- 
|road’s total investment in hotel 
| property to $2,500,00, the balance 
| being represented by the four hotels 
|already being operated in Glacier 
| Park on the American side of the 
| line. 

“Mr. Budd said that the company 
first began considering the develop- 
ment of the resorts in the Canadian 
Rockies last summer and that per- 
mission to proceed with the project 
has just been received from the 


Interior Department of the Domin-! 


ion. The installation of a bar would 
depend entirely upon Canadian 
| liquor laws, which would be strictly 
| observed, Mr. Budd said. 

“The new hotel, which will be 
built of logs and of the Swiss chalet 
type, will seat 500 in its 
rooms, according to the company’s 
plans. It will be 70 miles from the 
Great Northern’s tracks and ten

MR. JUSTICE STUART PASSES

Calgary, March 5.—Mr. Justice 
Charles A. Stuart died this morning. 

Ill for six weeks with sleeping 
sickness, Mr, Justice C. A. Stuart of 
the appellate division of the Alberta 
Supreme Court, died at his home 
here this morning in his 62nd year. 

Judge Stuart was born in Caradoc 
township, Ontario, in 1864, the son 
of Charles Stuart of Blair Athol. He 
was educated at Strathroy Col- 
legiate, Toronto University and Os- 
goode Hall. 

He practiced law in Mexico for a 


| year, 1897-98, coming to Alberta in 


the latter year. In this province he 
first practiced in partnership with 
Peter McCarthy and later with A. L. 
Sifton, later premier of Alberta. He 
represented Gleichen riding in the 
provincial legislature from the time 
Alberta was formed as a province 
until 1906.

GOES OUT ON TAX PRO- 
POSALS 


March 6.—The cabinet of 
Briand has fallen, Like

years, it wac wrecked on the shoals 
of the government’s plan to bring 
about the financial rehabilitation of 
France, In the chamber of deputies 
early this morning the government 
made the tax on sales provision of 
its financial bill a question of con- 
It was 
defeated by a vote of 274 to 221 and 
immediately afterward M. Briand 
tendered his resignation and that 
of the other members of the cabi- 
net to President Doumergue, 

May Affect League 

If the financial bill did not secure 
passage, he declared that he would 
not leave for Geneva to represent 
France at the League of Nations ses- 
sion next week, with a parliament- 
ary body of an opinion such as had 
been manifested at the present ses- 
sion of the chamber. 

After he had resigned, however 
M. Briand reconsidered and he will 
leave for the Swiss city this morn- 
ing. He will remain only for the 
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preliminary conversations tomorrow, 
planning to be back in Paris Mon- 
day morning. 

He declared he would take no part 
in the official work of the league, as 


he himself no longer qualified to 
take engagements on behalf of 
France. 

During the night the chamber 


plodded mechanically through article 
after article of the bill, rejecting 
dozens of the more or less futile 
amendments, 


Cause of Downfall 


The trouble which resulted in the 
downfall of the cabinet only arrived 
when the famous “tax on payments’ 
or tax on sales clause was brought 
up. The payment fixed by the com- 
mittee was one-half of one per cent 
During the discussion, M. Bedouce 
stated that the socialists would re- 
fuse to vote in favor of the measure. 
Finance Minister Doumer insisted 
that it must be passed. 


“The situation is not so good as it 
was in January,” he said. “The gov- 
ernment asks you to give me an an- 
swer that will ward off the _ peril 
threatening public finance which 
looms imminent, If you refuse the 
government the resources it asks, 
not I but another will take the 
responsibility for the nation’s fin- 
ances.” 

Paris, March 10,.—Aristide Briand 
for the ninth time is premier of 
France. Although downhearted 
over the defeat of his cabinet last 
Saturday morning in the chamber 
of deputies on the government's fin- 
ancial bill, he was prevailed upon 
by President Doumergue as an act 
of patriotism again to take the helm 
of the ship of state. After some 
reluctance he accepted and early 
this morning announced the person- 
nel of his reconstructed ministry. 

M. Briand will continue to hold the 
posts of premier and foreign min 
ister. M, Doumer, his former fin- 
ance minister who fought valiantly 
through the hectic sessions of the 
chamber to win a victory for the 
government’s financial rehabilitation 
plan, is to be succeeded by Raoul 
Peret, who previously has held 
portfolios and who is a parliamen 
tarian of high class. The three 
other changes in the ministry are 
interior, justice and public instruc- 
tion. In these portfolios, Malvy 
Pierre Laval and Lucien Lamoureux 
respectively, will succeed Camile 
Chautemps, Rene Renault and 
Edouard Daladier, all of whom aid- 
ed in the defeat of the last ministry 

M. Briand worked quickly to re- 
constitute his ministry, having in 
mind the fact that he is needed in 
Geneva to try to reconcile the 
league council seats dispute.

As a test case the present one de- 
cides that a first mortgagee can sell 
the land at a court sale or can take 
a vesting order with the title, free 
from all past irrigation rates, but 
after sale or foreclosure the land 
becomes subject to future rates.
